We don’t 
propose to allow a few self con 
stituted white men to be the 
guardians )f our property or other 
interest without authority. 
W hen these meetings were call— 
ed, how mavy colored people 
were invited to attend? Mr. 
White Man met and Mr. White 
Man oiganized and elected their 
own officers and placed three Ne- 
groes on the committee as a 
sham. If this self-constituted 
committee claims to represent 
the people we demand a_ larger

PLEASE EXPLAIN. 


The decision of the juages 
awarding the first prize for pro- 
ficiency in Infantry drill to the 
Lomax Rifles of Mobile, Ala., 
was a surprise to the company as 
well as to those who had wit- 
neseed the drill of the several 
companies competing. There were 
82 movements 10 be executed by 
each company. The judges mark- 
ed on a scale of ten credits to each 
numter, so that the highest per- 
cent that could be attained was 
820, The Captain of the Lomax 
Riftes admits that he omitted an 
entire page of the programme 
(containing 10 numbers.) For this 
omission there should have been 
deducted from the grand total 100 
points, leaving a _ possible 720 
which is the highest per cent the 
Lomax R files could bave reached 
if they had been perfect in all 
other movements they did exe- 
eute But, the Rifles made several 
glaring errors, the most noticeable 
of which was, the position of the 
captain in front of his men during 
the firing. This unpardonable 
error, in the opinion of military 
men, should have ruled the com- 
pany outentirely. We ask them 
upon that scale of marking did the 
judges find 756 credits out ofa 
possible 720, in favor of the Lo- 
max Rifles?

THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


NEW RULES ADOPTED AND OLD ONES A-| | 


MENDED. TEACHERS APPUINTED. 


The school board met in special session 
last Tuesday night for the purpose. of dis- 
cussing the changes in the rules and by- 
laws governing the public schools, Mr. 
Clark, chairman of the committee on rules, 
made his report. Rule 18 was changed to 
read as follows: 7 

Teachers’ certificates shall be issued in 
five classes as foliwing, commencing with 
the lowest: The first-class certificate shall 
be sufficient evidence the scholastic qual- 
ifications required for temporary appoint- 
ment as teachers and substitute teachers; 
for second-class certificate for teaching in 
any school from the first to the third grade 
inclusive; the third-class certificate in any 
school from the first grade to the fifth 
grade; the fourthb-class certificate in any 
acho 1 f:om the first to the seventh grade 
inclusjve; the fifth-class certificate in any 
school from the first to the eighth grade 
inclusive, and for all others postions the 
examinations and certificates shall be 
special. 

Rule 20 repuires that no person shall be 
appointed a teacher of any school without 
a certificate required for the grade of the 
school to @hich appointed, provided, 
however that in cases where vacancies 


this rule cannot be obtained such vacan- 
cies may be otherwise temporarily filled 
until a properly qualified teachers is avuil- 
able, and no longer, and provided further, 
tbat all appointments of substitutes and 
temporary; teachers shall be made from 
certificate andin order of excellence as 
determined by the examination so long as 
there shall be unployed holders of certie 
ficates available for the purpose. | 

The cluse in rule 21, providing for the 
appointment of the acting teachers, was 
struck out, as alsorule 23. govering the 
designation and pay of that class. 

An amendment was added to the duties 
ofthe Other teachers to the effect that 
‘for the pur of discipline the 
principals shall have the same powers as 
the teaehers durning the schoo] hours.’’ 

Rule 44, places the closing of the school 
from the Thursday between the 18th and 
24ti: of June until the Friday before the 
Monday falling between the 17 and 23¢ 
of the following Se ptember, 

Rule 52 increases the number of pupilsin 
the normal school to forty, thirty of whom 


Article 6 of the by-laws is changed so that 
the local committee are empowered to 
nominate all teachers and employers. 

The committee on the ways and means 
are to audit and control all expenditure 
of the board. The other powers are strick- 
en out. The committee on buildings, re- 
pairs, and furniture are to continue their 
duties as formerly, except in the purchase 
“8 sites and theerection of school build- 

ngs 

No teacher’s certificate shall valid when 
the holder has been out of the district for 
a term of more then a year unless leave of 
abesence has been granted by the bourd. 

Rule 42 is changed so that the substitute 
shall received such salary as the certi- 
ficate held by such substitute shall entitle 
him or her to receive.

The two companies who withdrew 
last Wednesday week from the 
street parade are doubtless sick if 
-not ashamed of their action. It is 
a little strange that men who have 
picked cotton with Negroes, played 
marbles with Negroes, fought over 
a hoe cake with Negroes, gone in 
swimmiog with Negroes and often 
even nursed ata Negro mammy’s 
breast should raise such a howl 
about walking with them in amil- 
itary parade. If they were consis- 
tant they would never go on the 
streets- of their native cities, for 
they are both in front and behind 
Negroes there, they ought not to 
go to glory, for there will be plenty 
of colored foiks in the mansion 
next door. They cannot get rid of 
him by emigrating to parts un- 
known for as the psalmist says, 
then I take the wings of the morn- 
ing and fly to the utmost parts of 


this pretended and rediculous pre- 
judice to color is unnatural and 
unreal.
